ments which might have been foisted upon the state- • 
at-large.

The City of Columbus was offered $675,000 for, 


the old city hall site by Chicago men who wanted to ; 
erect a garage. Although it was the top price, the

council refused to sell, because it would detract from 
the beauty of the surroundings. 


The state is not asked to buy this site from the 


city. It is for sale, but the state is not urged to buy. 
It is the attitude of Mayor Thomas and his official

Mayor Thomas has a suggestion, however, and 


that is that the state buy ground either on State 
street or Third street and erect an office building

chased under Governor Willis,' be sold and applied on 
the new state office building. It was a good buy in

O'Shaunessy Bam. Here a new road is being built to 
the Girls' Industrial Home, owned by the state, and 
a concrete bridge is being built to beautify the sur- 
roundings.

OBERLIN, April 29.—"Ameri- 


cans believe in free speech for 
themselves," said Miss Elizabeth 
G- Flynn, speaking before the Lib- 
eral Club yesterday afternoon as 


u. . t , ^ i . v . o v j i l i - u . c . « ^ G V tvlo \-iYll A-.i Ijci"- 
ties Union, "but not for others. 
We believe in a man being allow- 
ed to say what he thinks as long 
as he says what we believe or 
like, but when he touches upon 
something t;«at runs against our 
ideas we brand him as dangerous 
and take away his freedom.'' 


Miss Flynn showed how the tra- 


ditional American ideal of abso- 
lute freedom of speech for all was 
destroyed during the war when 
men like Debbs were placed in 
jail for expressions of opinion. 
She noted several instances occur- 
iug within the past few years to 
prove that America has a "mob 
hysteria woven into our national 
life against any one who expres- 
ses an opinion." 
She said that 


our treatment of foreigners after 
they reach this 
country drives 


them to radicalism. 
"Deporta- 


tion of aliens," she continued, "is 
an admission on our part of our 
liability to live up to the expec- 


tatlons of the (migrant. We trwtt 
him with contempt, and he does 
not find the ideal condition In this 
country that he has hoped for." 


Civil Liberties Union, she said, 
is not paid by the Soviet or any 
other government for its work for 
free speech, but is an organiza- 
tion made up of people with wide- 
ly divergant viewpoints who be- 
lieve that the traditional 
old 


fashioned freedom of speech in 
the United States in in danger of 
entirely disappearing.
